The  British  Board  of  Trade  announces  that  the  total  cured-pork 
import  quota  for  the  first  months  of  1938  will  amount  to  442,606  cwt. 
(49,571,872  pounds),  of  which  the  United  States  share  will  be  35,408  cwt. 
(3,965,696  pounds),  plus  the  usual  one-tenth  of  1  percent,  or  443  cwt. 
(49,616  pounds).  The  quota  for  the  comparable  period  of  1937  amounted 
to  455,075  cwt.  (50,968,400  pounds) ,  and  the  total  United  States  share 
of  36,861  cwt.  (4,128,432  pounds).  The  January  1-31 ,  1938,  figures  there- 
fore represent  a  reduction  of  about  3  percent.  (Agricultural  Attache

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GRAINS 

The  European  wheat  situation 

Winter  sowings  for  the  1958  crop 

Only  a.  few  definite  estimates  have  "been  made  of  the  areas  sown  to 
winter  wheat  in  European  countries  this  season,  hut  indications  point  to 
a  total  acreage  somewhat  larger  than  that  sown  for  the  1937  crop,  it  is 
reported  by  the  Berlin  office  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics. 
In  Central  and  Eastern  Europe,  weather  conditions  were  generally  more 
favorable  during  the  sowing  season  than  in  the  fall  of  1936.  Legis- 
lative measures  in  both  Germany  and  Czechoslovakia,  do  not  seem  to  favor 
any  increase  especially  for  wheat,  but  it  is  doubtful  whether  any  sig- 
nificant decrease  in  sowings  will  be  recorded.     In  northern  Italy,  adverse 
weather  conditions  may  have  curtailed  the  winter  acreage  to  some  extent. 
The  weather  was  unusually  favorable  for  sowings  in  the  Danube  Basin,  and 
the  winter  area  is  believed  to  be  in  excess  of  that  sown  in  the  fall  of 
1936,  largely  because  of  an  increase  in  Rumania.     Little  change  is  expected 
in  Western  Europe,  although  some  expansion  may  take  pla.ce  in  France  and 
the  Netherlands  because  of  the  higher  prices  fixed  for  wheat.     The  condi- 
tion of  sowings  in  late  November  was  considered  satisfactory  over  almost 
all  of  Europe. 

Market  conditions 

European  markets  were  fairly  active  during  August-November.  Recent 
import  buying  by  the  deficit  countries  has  been  quite  good,  but  total 
overseas  requirements  probably  will  be  considerably  less  than  actual  im- 
ports during  1936-37.     Since  the  wheat  surplus  of  the  Danube  Basin  has 
been  reduced,  however,  net  Imports  of  non-European  wheat  will  be  about 
the  same  as  in  the  past  year.    A  fair  share  of  this  total  will  be  sup- 
plied by  Russia,  and  the  north  African  countries;   importations  from  North 
America  and  the  Southern  Hemisphere  may  be  smaller  than  in  1936-37. 
United  States  Hard  Winter  and  Northern  Spring  wheats  are  expected  to  be 
in  dema.nd  as  the  season  advances,   since  they  will  be  desired  for  mixing 
with  domestic  and  other  soft  qualities.     Should  prices  fall,  it  is  likely 
that  several,  countries  would  welcome  the  opportunity  to  make  purchases 
that  have  been  delayed  on  account  of  existing  domestic  supplies  and  the 
hope  for  a  more  favorable  price  level  later  in  the  season.     The  estimated 
net  imports  for  1937-38  are  tentatively  placed  at  331,000,000  bushels  as 
against  the  preliminary  total  for  1936-37  of  341,000,000  bushels. 

Government  measures 

Most  recent  governmental  activity  in  European  countries  with  regard 
to  bread  grains  has  had  to  do  with  the  admixture  to  bread  flour  of  other 
flours  not  generally  used  for  bread  making.    Already  decreed  or  in  effect 
are  regulations  in  Germany  calling  for  the  a.dmixture  of  corn  meal  and 
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potato  flour  to  wheat  flour  and  in  Italy  and  Portugal  for  corn  meal  to 
be  added  to  flour,  while  in  Austria  potato  flour  is  used  for  this  purpose. 
By  these  measures,  it  is  hoped  to  avoid  heavy  importation  of  wheat  or  to 
aid  in  building  up  depleted  stocks.     The  accumulation  of  military  or 
defense  reserves  also  is  either  under  way  or  under  consideration  in 
several  important  countries. 

COTTON 

■A-r^e 3§_ plgnts  re c_°_r<i _P°j?J' °JL  acreage 

The  first  official  estimate  of  area  planted  to  cotton  in  Argentina 
for  the  1937-38  season  is  1,180,900  acres,  as  reported  by  Agricultural 
Attache  P.  0.  Nyhus  at  Buenos  Aires.     This  compares  with  the  first- es- 
timate, made  at  this  time  last  year,  for  the  1936-37  season  of  1,015,000 
acres,  which  was  later  reduced  to  713,000  acres.    The  reported  plantings 
this  season  constitute  a  record  cotton  acreage,  the  highest  previously 
being  753,000  acres  for  1935-36.     The  area  planted  for  the  1934-35  crop 
was  707,000  acres;  for  1933-34,  482,000  acres;  and  for  earlier  years, 
still  lower. 

The  revised  estimate  of  the  1936-37  production  is  143,760  bales 
of  478  pounds  net,  which  compares  with  a  1935-36  crop  of  373,000  bales. 

Egyptian  cotton  production  increased 

The  second  estimate  of  Egyptian  cotton,  production  for  the  1937-38 
season  Is  placed  at  2,282,000  bales  of  478  pounds  net,  according  to  the 
International  Institute  of  Agriculture  at  Rome.     This  compares  with  a 
second  estimate  of  2,002,000  bales  at  this  time  last  year,  and  with  a 
final  estimate  for  the  1936-37  season  of  1,887,000  bales.

Export  indexes 

The  effect  of  good  1937  crops  on  our  foreign  trade  is  to  be  seen 
in  a  larger  quantity  index  for  agricultural  exports  during  the  July-October 
period  of  1937  than  for  the  corresponding  months  of  any  year  since  1933. 
The  index  stood  at  62  percent  of  the  pre-war  average,  as  compared  with 
54  percent  in  both  1935  and  1936.     The  index  for  October  alone  stood  at 
82.

Cotton,  wheat,  flour,  and  lard  exports  accounted  for  most  of  the 
increase.    The  wheat  and  flour  index,  at  84  for  October,  was  at  the  high- 
est point  it  has  reached  since  June  1932.     In  this  case,  the  effect  on  our 
trade  of  the  large  United  States  crop  was  supplemented  by  that  of  short 
crops  in  some  other  important  producing  countries.     The  index  of  53  for 
October  lard  exports  was  at  the  highest  point  reached  since  November  1934. 

Tobacco  and  fruit  exports  have  been  less  in  quantity  thus  far  this 
season  than  during  the  corresponding  months  of  last  year.     Tobacco  exports 
are  being  affected  by  the  disorganization  of  the  Chinese  market.  Eruit 
exports  receovered  considerably  in  October  and  are  expected  to  improve 
further .

Principal  agricultural  products 

Total  agricultural  exports  from  July  1  through  October  31,  1937, 
were  valued  at  $279,988,000  as  compared  with  $261,782,000  for  the  same 
period  in  1936,  a  gain  of  7  percent.     The  corresponding  increase  in 
volume  was  15  percent. 

Aided  by  better  crops  in  this  country,  all  the  grains  were  exported 
in  much  heavier  volume  then  last  season.    More  than  three  times  as  much 
wheat  and  flour  was  sent  to  foreign  markets  as  in  the  same  4  months  of 
1936.     Cotton  exports  were  moderately  larger  and  some  other  commodities 
showing  a  considerable  gain  over  a  year  ago  were  cheese,  canned  milk,

eggs,  fresh  and  canned  beef,  sausage,  lard,  barreled  and  basketed  apples, 
cottonseed  oil,  soybean  oil,  pecans,  fresh  tomatoes,  canned  vegetables, 
and  hops.     Such  commodities  as  pork  and  some  of  the  fruits  were  lower 
than  a  year  ago. 

Farm  products  imported  into  the  United  States  in  the  first  4  months 
of  the  present  crop  season  were  valued  at  $482,562,000  as  compared  with 
$413,145,000  in  the  same  month  of  1935,  a  gain  of  17  nercent.  Competitive 
imports  made  up  a  little  more  than  one-half  of  the  total  and  showed  a  gain 
of  13  percent  over  the  1936  period. 

There  was  a  sharp  decline  in  imports  of  grains,  more  especially 
barley,  oats,  rye,  and  wheat.    JHheat  and  flour  fell  from  a  total  of 
24,137,000  bushels  last  season  to  2,950,000  bushels  in  1937.     Other  com- 
modities showing  sharp  declines  were  hops,  perilla,  rapeseed,  olive,  and 
sunflower- seed  oils,   sesame  seed,   and  canned  vegetables. 

Continued  effects  of  the  recent  droughts  were  reflected  in  increased 
cattle  and  meat  imports  in  1936.     There  was  also  a  decided  upward  trend  in 
imports  of  most  of  the  vegetable  oils  and.  oilseeds.     Imports  of  tapioca 
also  recorded  a  gain.
